Two More Street Car Lines to Go; 
Busses for Marcus and Spalding 


Public Service Co. Asks for Permission to 


Extend Motor 


Service from 


Natural Bridge to Page. 


Application was filed with the 
State Public Service Commission 
at Jefferson City today by the Pub- 
lic Service Co. for permission to 


abandon operation of the Marcus 
and Spalding street car lines and 
substitute bus service by extension 
of the Shreve avenue bus line 
south from Marcus and Natural 
Bridge avenue to Page boulevard. 
In its application’ the company 
expresses belief that where it ts 
necessary to maintain service, as 
on the Marcus and Spalding lines, 
but travel is light, busses can be 
substituted properly for trolleys. 
The Vandeventer line, between 


Chouteau and Natural Bridge av-| 


enues, is about to be abandoned by 
permission of the Public Service 
Commission. Busses are to be sub- 
stituted for it and the Sarah line 
is to be extended over the present 
Vandeventer route between Chou- 
teau and Magnolia avenues. involv- 
ing abandonment of the Sarah line 
on Thirty-ninth streec, between 
Chouteau and Park avenues. 

Last month, the company re- 
ports, it carried 11,000 revenue 
passengers on the Marcus line and 
4000 on \the Spalding. Most of 
these took transfers to other lines, 
notably the Wellston and Lee. Or- 


dinarily one car is operated on the 
Marcus line and one on the Spald- 
ing. The Marcus is one mile long, 
running ,in Marcus avenue between 
Kiuston and Natural Bridge ave- 
nues, and the Spalding is eight- 
tenths of a mile long, running in 
Spalding avenue between Taylor 
avenue and Kingshighway. The 
two lines cross. 

The route of the Shreve bus line 
extension is not determined, the 
company says, being subject to per- 
mits from the city. The company 
says this extension will serve the 
same territory as the two car lines 
but not necessarily on the same 
streets and will furnish a new 
cross-town service, north of Page 
boulevard and east of Kingshigh- 
way. 

The Marcus and Spalding appli- 
cation follows one of the numerous 
recommendations for rerouting and 
other changes by R. F. Kelker Jr., 
engineer of the Transportation 
Survey Commission, in a _ report 
two months ago. 

At the company offices it was 
said no concerted plan to carry out 
the rerouting and kindred recom- 
mendations had been made, but 
that as certain individual instances 
arose changes were ma in ac- 
cordance with the Kelker report.

No One Hurt by Its Premature 
Bursting in Worcester, 
Mass., Laboratory.

WORCESTER, Mass.,. July 17.— 
A rocket with which Prot Robert 
H. Goddard of Clark University was 
experimenting in his effort even- 
tually to shoot to the mvon, ex- 
ploded at his experimenta' station 
in an isolated portion of Worces- 
ter this afternoon with a reverbe- 
ration that was heard’ for miles 
around. No one was hurt 

The rocket, about nine feet long 
and about 28 inches in diameter, 
all of metal and filled with powder 
charges designed to give it succes- 
sive thrusts, was shot out of a 40- 
foot high guiding tower.

“PEIPING” IS NEW NAME 
OF FORMER CHINESE CAPITAL 


Minister at Washington Clears Up 
Confusion of Spelling Adopted 
for “Pekin.”

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The 
new name of the former capital of 
China is spelled “Peiping” and 
means “Northern Peace.” 

Chinese Mi.ister Wu said so yes- 
terday to clear up confusion re- 
sulting from press dispatches dur- 
ing the present China-Soviet trou- 
bles. in which the city has been 
called by such names as Peping, 
Piping and Peipin. 

Peiping is a revival of the name 
given the city by the first Emperor 
of the Ming dynasty. during the 
fourteenth century. The change 
from Pekin was made by the Na- 
tionalist Government after it es‘tab- 
lished Nanking as, the capital.

PARIS, July 17.—While Premier

The vote came on the resolution 
of the Socialist Deputy Blum seek- 
jing subordination of the adoption 
of the Young plan to immediate 
evacuation of the Rhineland. The 
resolution was posed for a confi- 
dence vote by Vice Premier Louis 
Barthou, who thus took another op- 


portunity to emphasize the Govern- 
ment’s victories of yesterday.

While the vote was being taken 
it was noised around that the Pre- 
mier’s physician had found a slight 
feverish condition, but said he was 
not in the least gravely ill. He pre- 
scribed 24 hours of complete rest 
and Barthou said he expected Poin- 
care back in the chamber on Fri- 
day. . 

The Government’s majority in to- 
day's vote was nearly double that 
of last night and was significant 
because the opposition had one 
fewer vote than yesterday, while the 
additional deputies present all 
stood by the Government. The fact 
was that the test of strength came 
last night. The Premier won his 
fight, and the remainder of the dis- 
cussion, it seemed, would be large- 
ly for the impression of constitu- 
ents.

CITY SANITARIUM 


Dr. E. J. Lee Jr., Former 
Superintendent, in Report 
Proposes Two New Five- 
Story Wings. : 


COMMISSIONER FINDS 
STAFF IS UNTRAINED 


Dr. C. H. Lohr Also Favors 
Better Kitchen Facilities 


—Improvements Already 
Made Are Cited. 


With more than 3200 mentally- 
afflicted patients crowded into 
quarters which were designed and 
built for only 2400, the City, Sani- 
tarium operates with a staff of 
seven physicians and 400 employes, 


at an average per capita cost of 
62 cents a day. 

Except for the seven physicians, 
the patients are in the care of at- 
tendants who, with few exceptions, 
have little education and no special 
training in the work in which they 
are engaged. Although hundreds 
of operations are performed each 
year, the institution has not one 
graduate nurse, 

Kitchen equipment is so inade- 
quate that it is impossible to pro- 
vide properly heated food to pa- 
tients in outlying wings of the 
sanitarium group. The cupola on 
the main building, which survived 
the 1927 tornado, is a source Of 
constant danger in case of fire, 
earthquake or another tornado, 
This situation is disclosed in the 
annual reports of Dr. E. J. Lee Jr., 
until recently superintendent of the 
sanitarium, and Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, 
Hospital Commissioner, who super- 
vises all municipal hospitals. Ap- 
propriations for. additional facil- 
ities for patients and staff and a 
larger personnel are sought. 

Dr. Lee, in his detailed report, 
stated that during the year resi- 
dents of virtually every State in 
the Union visited the institution, 
while friends and relatives aver- 
aged 8000 visits a month or 96,000 
visits a year. “It is indeed sur- 
prising that the public remains as 
well satisfied as it does,” he con- 
cluded. 

Would Provide Laboratory. 
The construction of two new 
five-story wings to house male and 
female patients, respectively, and 
to provide space for a modern hos- 
pital laboratory is recommended 
by Dr. Lee, as well as increased 
salaries for physicians, the employ- 
ment of at least two graduate 
nurses, extensive changes in 
plumbing facilities, and the instal- 
lation of a bake shop and addition- 
al kitchens. 

Dr. Lee explained that all food 
is now prepared in one main kitch- 
en and transported by truck in 
aluminum containers to outlying 
wings. ‘‘It is impossible,” he de- 
clared, “‘to keep the food hot and 
in condition to be properly served 
when it is necessary to transport 
it over such a distance. If unit 
kitchens were placed in the J and 
E wings, it would result in econ- 
omy of labor and food and would 
provide a better diet for patients,”’ 

Dr. Lohr also emphasized the 
need for additional quarters for 
patients and recommended the im- 
mediate purchase of 50 acres of 
sparsely settled land to the south 
and west of the santarium. If this 
purchase is delayed five years, he 
declared, the property will be 
built up with home and expansion 
of the sanitariumn, Isolation Hos- 
pital and Infirmary beyond their 
present bounds will be impossible. 

The construction of a physician’s 
apartment building also is recom- 
mended in order that well-qualified 
neuropsychiatrists may be attract- 
ed to employment at the sanitari- 
um. = 

“The physician who has decided 
on institutional work for his career 
will naturally choose the position 
which affords the best induce- 
ments,” Dr. Lohr said. ‘‘While our 
Salaries are considerably below the 
scale paid elsewhere, I am _ sure 
that this would be overlooked if we 
could offer prospective applicants 
attractive quarters for themselves 
and families.” 

“Attendants Poorly Trained.” 
Of the stanitarium § attendants, 
Dr. Lohr said: “The proper care 
and direction of patients in an in- 
stitution of this kind is a formid- 
able problem when it is recalled 
that most of the custodial care is 
rendered not by trained physicians. 
but by more or less untrained male 
and female attendants. The major- 
ity of the applicants have had very 
little schooling and have had no 
special training In the work in 
which they are engaged. 

“I deem it advisable that a def- 
Inite effort be made to prepare 
new attendants for their work by 
teaching them the fundamentals of 
the normal as well as the abnormal | 
mind and by laying particular em. | 
phasis on the accepted and proper 
methods in the Management and 
treatment of insane patients. A 
training school for attendants 
should be established at the sani- 
tarlum and a regular course of 
theoretical and practical instruc- 
tion should be given.” 

Dr. Lohr also declared that the 
kitchen and stvreroom facilities 
ard inadequate and commented on 
the meager salaries of kitchen em- 
ployes. “For example,” he said. 
“the chef who plans, directs and 
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than 10,000 meals a day, receives 
$120 a month. It is obvious that 
anyone who can handle such a 
task efficiently -is worth much 
more than the amount: allowed, 
and it follows also that the man 
who is content with such a salary 
is, in all likelihood, not as effici- 
ent and capable as he might be.” 
On the side of progress, Dr. 
Lohr called attention to the fact 
that fireproofing of the Sanitarium 
buildings would be completed this 
year and that the entire institution 
has been weather-stripped, reduc- 
ing the power bill by $1500 a 
month and adding considerably to 
the winter comfort of patients. 
“Beauty Shop a Benefit.” 
Another improvement, which has 


proved a valuable help in the care 
and treatment of female patients, 
is the beauty shop. “The estab- 
lishment of this shop,” Dr. Lee re- 
ports. “has not only resulted in 
more sanitary conditions but has 
reawakened the pride and self- 
confidence and interest in person- 
al appearance of a great many 
women patients to such an extent 
that their interest in living has 
been revived, and will lead to pa- 
tients’ evincing an interest and a 
desire for employment and rehabil- 
itation.” 

The superintendent’s report, for 
the year ended April 10, contained 
these statistics: Daily average num- 
ber of patients, 3171; death rate, 
7.98 per cent; cost of operation, 
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$598,079; number of patients ad- 
mitted, 774; number of patients dis- 
charged, 330; number of deaths, 
311. On April 1, the sanitarium 
housed 3194 patients, of which 
1551 were men and 1643 were wom- 
en. On the previous April 1 the 
population was 3120.

Prof. Thomas H. Reed Says 
Old Units of Government 
No Longer Suffice for 
Metropolitan Areas. 


ANNEXATION ALSO 
IS UNSATISFACTORY 


Political Scientist, Who Is 
Working on Greater St. 
Louis Project, Speaks at 
Buffalo. _ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., July 17.—"The 
fact that since the days of King 
Canute we have known of only 
three units of local government—— 
the county, the town or township. 
und the city—is no reason why we 
should not» discover some method 


of adjusting units of local govern- | 


ment to actual conditions now. 
Canute had never seen a paved 
highway, an automobile, an inter- 
urban railway, a telephone, a rural 
delivery route or an airplane.” 
This declaration in support of 
his idea of a new regional unit of 
government for metropolitan cen- 
ters was made by Thomas H. Reed, 
professor of political science at 
the University of Michigan, who 
is drafting a scheme of municipal 
expansion for the St. Louis City 
and County Metropolitan Develop- 
ment Committee, before the Buf- 
falo Institute of Municipal Affairs 
and Kiwanis Club today. He in- 
sisted there was no reason for peo- 
ple to stand in awe of existing city 
or county boundaries, but rather 


they should change them as 
needed. 4 , 
Wide Extent of Cities, 
Referring to ‘“‘metropolitanism”’ 


as “‘the term commonly used to 
describe the group of phenomena 
which grow out of the fact that 
the political city one the one hand 
and the econorhic and social city 
on the other no longer even rough- 
ly correspond,” Reed said that the 
real Buffalo extended all over the 
Niagara region on either side of 
the international boundary. The 
same condition of growth beyond 
political boundaries is true of many 
other large cities, he went on, the 
cause being improvement in the 
means of transportation, especially 
the automobile and paved high- 
ways. He continued: . 

“These surrounding regions are 
filling up with former city dwell- 
ers who demand urban services 
and whose presence and demands 
create vast new problems of gov- 
ment. The city planners were the 
first to realize the new situation. 
They began to talk about regional 
plans long before students of mu- 
nicipal administration began to 
talk about regional government. I 
think it is perfectly clear, however, 
that one cannot have regional plans 
carried out without regional gov- 
ernments to do it. In every re- 
gion there are not only problems 
of planning but. problems of trans- 
portation ,traffic, police and health, 
etc.. which require common treat- 
ment for their satisfactory solu- 
tion. 

Three Methods of Solution. 

‘There are three methods of 90- 
lution. Annexation worked fairly 
well as long as it was merely a 
matter of taking over a little terri- 
tory on the edge of the existing 
city. As a means of suddenly tak- 
ing in vast stretches of country with 
many municipalities, some of them 
with years of independent history 
behind them, it has practically 
br@ken down. | 

“The second sofution is by the 
creation of special districts for the 
purpose of solving a” particular 
problem. This has been the solu- 
tion most often offered. It is the 
ling of least resistance, but it has 
one fatal defect—It increases the 
number of existing units of govern- 
ments and complicates rather than 
simplifies the already too compli- 
cated governmental situation. Some 
of the special districts which have 
been created, such as the metropol- 
itan commission in Massachusetts, 
have produced admirable results in 
their particular fields, but .uhey do 
not offer a permanent solution of 
the problem. r 

“The third method is the estab- 
lishment of a new unit of govern- 
ment and a readjustment of the lo- 
cal governments’ relationships 
within it. Where, as in the case of 
Pittsburg, the great city is situated 
in the geographical center of a sin- 
gle county which contains most of 
the metropolitan population, it is 
comparatively simple to take Over, 
as we propose to do, the county 
government, giving it the name of 
the Greater City and ieaving the: 
existing units in control of all these 
matters which the metropolitan 
necessities of the sliuation do not 
require to be assigned to the great- 
er city government. 

“This is the so-called federatcd 
city plan. It is much more practi- 
cal than out-and-out annexatioa, 
both because it avoids to a cunaid- 
erable degree the resistance of tne 
outside communites and because it 
does not necessitate the extension 
of the more intimate, and in the 
aggregate, more costly services of 
municipal government to all por- 
tions of the area, irrespective of 
their velopment.” 

Reed pointed out that St. Louis 
County has more than 200 square 
miles of “absolutely rural” te-cri- 
tory, which no city could afford to 
supply with streets, sewers andi

Despite his frequent title de- 
fenses and non-title bouts, Lough- 
ran has made little money out of 
the title he won from Mike Mc- 
Tigue in October of 1927. The big 
money lies with the heavyweights 
and Tommy is convinced he can 
more than hold his own with any 
of the current crop in that division. 

He has said that if he beats 
Braddock he will fight again as a 
light-heavyweight in September 
and then cast his lot definitely with 
the heavyweights. If he loses he 
has said he expects to take a va- 
cation and see what he can do in 

the way of putting on more weight 
and adding a punch to his fistic 
repertoire sovithat when he meets 
the big fellows he will not be un- 
der-such a handicap. 

Will Make Weight O K. 

Another element in Loughran’s 
decision has been his reported dif- 
ficulty in making the weight. Al- 
though there seems to be no rea~- 
son to doubt that Tommy will be 
down to 175 pounds for Thursday's 
battle. there is no question at the 
same time that the task has weak- 
ened him to some degree. 

Betting odds on the day before 
the fight favor Loughran at 7 to 
5, but an ex xpected rush of Brad- 
dock money may tighten the odds 
before ring timé. 

Although the Jersey puncher has 
no lack of supporters, his sole hope 
of victory over the clever title- 
holder seems to lie in a knockout. 
However much he may have im- 
proved in boxing skill, he can have 
no hope of outpointing a sharp- 
shooter like Loughran. 

In this connection it is observed 
that Leo Lomski outpointed Brad- 
dock a few months ago and Lom- 
ski does not rank in the same class 
with Loughran in boxing skill. 

Rraddock has. depended upon his 
right handvto Bring him victory 
“and except against Lomski, that 
weapon has been. plenty. Pete 
Latzo, Tuffy Griffith and Jimmy 
Slattery all can testify to the dyna- 
mite that lies in Braddock'’'s right. 
He broke Latzo's jaw’ with it; 
knocked out Griffith in two rounds 
and stopped Slattery in nine, 

Loughran’'s task then appears to 
be simply to avoid the Jersey man’s 
right hand. If he does that there 
appears to be no chance of the title 
changing hands. 


U. S. RIFLE TEAM 
SAILS FOR SWEDEN 
IN QUEST OF TITLE

NEW YORK, July i7.—The 
American Free Rifle team sailed 
for Sweden today in hopes of 
bringing back to this country ‘he 
international rifle match cham- 
pionship, which the United States 
has not won in five years. 

The 10-man team, which in- 
cludes soldiers, marines and civil- 
jans, is captained by Maj. Ralph 
S. Keyser of the Marines. The army 
is represented by Maj. J. K. Boles, 
captain of the 1925 team, and 
Sergt. J. H. Sharp. who has never 
fired in international matches. 
Gunnery Sergeant Morris Fisher, 
who heads the five Marines, was 
the 1923 free rifle champion of the 
world. Of the other four members, 
two were on last year’s team and 
two are new to international com- 
petition. 

The civilians include W. L. 
Bruce, Cheyenne, Wyo. who in 
1927 broke the world record § for 
prone shooting, as a member of 
the United States team; H. N. Ren- 
shaw, Nogales, Ariz... a noted 
marksman who has not previously 
entered international competition, 
and J. P. Blount of Washington, D. 
C., a 2i-year-old “find” who ap- 
peared unheralded at the Quantico, 
Va., tryouts, and did so well that 
he won a place on the team. 

Twelve other countries are en- 
tered in the competition, which 
will open Aug. 16.

whence entirely spent it dropped 


which forced it higher and higher 
and always backward. The shot 
was not a boring one and when it 
hit the ground it was dead. 

1 tried a lot of things to obtain 
the trajectory which I wanted—a 
shot which had sufficient altitude 
to assure a fairly long flight, and 
at the same time a shot which 
would bore into a head wind and 
strike the ground still going. I 
have been able to solve the prob- 
lem fairly well though even flow 
I occasionally allow the presence 
of a head wind to bait me into 
knocking the shot down in my old 
manner. 


The specifics are: ¢1) To place 
the ball forward about opposite the 
instep of the left foot; (2) To tee 
it at least an inch off the ground; 
(3) to employ a deep-faced driver 
and (4) to hit the ball ag squarely 
in the back as possible. The posi- 
tion of address and the height of 
the tee are merely to make it 
easier to hit the ball in the back. 
The depth of the driver face pro- 
vides a margin of safety needed 
because of the high tee and in- 
spires a certain amount of confi- 
dence in the player. 

The chief point in this for the 
average player is that a sharply 
descending hit with a straight- 
faced club is less effective and de- 
cidedly more dangeroug than the 
flattened sweeping blow, Where 
length is desired the rising quick 
stopping shot is not the thing.

al law, violation of it constituted 
moral turpitude. ‘ 


“We do not regard every viola- 
tion of the prohibition law as a 
crime involving moral turpitude,” 
Judge Leonard Hand said. “No 
doubt it is the solemnly declared 
policy of this country that liquor 
shall not be made or sold, but 
the sfandard set up (by the law 
governing exclusion of aliens) was 
purposely narrower than that. 

“While we must not substitute 
Our personal notions as the stand- 
ard of judgment, it is impossibie 
to decide at all without some stand- 
ard, necessarily based on conjec- 
ture as to what people generally 
feel. We cannot say that among 
the commonly accepted morals the 
sale of liquor as yet occupies so 
grave a place. Nor can.we close 
our eyes to the fact that large num- 
bers “of persons otherwise reput- 
able do not think so, rightly or 
wrongly.”

London Star Replies to Criticis-n of 
New York World on Refusal 
to Admit Exile.

LONDON, July 17.—The Star, 
Liberal newspaper here, comment- 
ing on the New York World's re 
cent editorial regarding the refusal 
of the British Government to per- 
mit Leon Trotzky, exiled Red chief, 
to enter this country, says: 
* “We see no reason for enthusi- 
asm about the proposal to permit 
Trotzky to seek temporary asylum 
in this counttry. The best that can 
be said for it is that the right of 
asylum to political refugees is * 
fine tradition which Liberalism is 
more likely to honor than’ Labor. 
“We note with becoming grati- 


tude the compliment of the New 
York World which says that ‘it 
takes an incident like this to make 
men remember the service done 
to mankind by Liberalism, which 
it is now s2, fashionable to con- 
temn.’ Liberalism which upholds 
the thesis that ‘there are certair 
liberties and magnanimities which 
a great people wi.l not betray.’

PEIPING, July 17.—Dispatches 
from Mukden, Manchuria, to the 
Chinese newspaper, Shihtag, state 
that 20,000 Chinese troops have 
started northward. No other de- 
tails were given.

MOSCOW, July 17.—Until. an 
early hour today popular protests 
and demonstrations against the 
Chinese Government took place 
here despite announcement of re- 
ceipt of a concHictory communique 
from the Nanking Government. 

Russians and Chinese expatriates 
stormed the Chinese Embassy 
throwing eggs, sticks and stones, 
and smashing window panes, 

Helmeted, heavily armed regi- 
ments of secret police, cavairy and 
infantry had a hard time to keep 
order. 

In the demonstrations in front 
of the Chinese Embassy wero 
many Chinese, many of them ex- 
iles, who outdid the Russians in 
their fervor. 

These Chinese adopted the Rus- 
sian slogans: “Down with the im- 
perialists;" and “Down with the 
Chinese Fascisti!” 

Some of the demonstrators came 
to the Chinese Embassy from dis- 
tant suburbs. dressed in black 
and seariet singing revolutionary 
hymns and shouting defiance. 
Speakers exhorted them to a kind 
of fury. They included men and 
boys, young and old women and 
girls, pioneers, anarmed militia and 
soldiers. os a 

The demonstration, which  in- 
creased as night went on, caused 
a panic among the nbassy staff 
members of 20 or more who hud- 
died together in one of the rooms 
, Sia Wen-sun, the Chinese diplo- 
matic representative, told the core 
respondent, he had had not left
